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The Bible Society and the Balkan War 


By Dr. Marcellus Bowen, Agent for the Society in Constantinople 


HE interests of the American Bible So- 

ciety, like those of the general Mission- 
ary Boards, are very seriously involved in the 
fierce Balkan struggle now in progress. In 
Bulgaria, as well as in the Turkish provinces 
of Salonika and Adrianople,.the work of the 
Society has for several years been steadily 
advancing. Especially in Bulgaria the de- 
mand for the Scriptures has increased mar- 
velously during the past five years, and to 
keep up with it has been no easy task for the 
Society. Our latest intelligence shows an in- 
crease rather than a decrease in this demand 
since the declaration of war. From Sofia, 
the capital, came recently a most urgent pe- 
tition for 10,000 New Testaments, which if 
supplied could be profitably disposed of at 
once. Alas! the edition was practically ex- 
hausted already, and multitudes, eager to se- 
cure copies, are obliged to wait until a new 
edition can de produced. 

This interesting and importunate cry for 
the Bible is doubtless due, among other 
causes, to the striking intellectual and moral 
development that has been inprogress. The 
Bulgarians, out of a grossly ignorant and de- 
graded status, have been undergoing in re- 
cent years a remarkable transformation to 
the more Christian status of an intelligent, 
reading, and thinking people. They are 
proud of recognition as a Christian race, and 
however imperfectly they may as yet have 
realized the highest type of Christian life, 
they have at least exhibited an increasing loy- 
alty to Christian faith and a more marked 
tendency to higher Christian ideals. 

The Society’s colporteurs have steadily 
pushed Bible circulation from Sofia, as a nat- 
ural center; also from Philippopolis, next to 
the capital the most important city ; also 
from Samokov, the center of American edu- 
cational enterprise for these sturdy people. 
Ordinarily, the colporteur staff has consisted 
of five or six men, one with headquarters at 
Sofia, two in the territory surrounding Samo- 


$ kov, and two or three in the large territory 


centering at Philippopolis. We have no re- 
cent information of what these men have been 
able to accomplish since the outbreak of the 
war. There has, however, been no fighting 
on Bulgarian soil, and presumably they have 


persisted in their activities as far as pos- 
sible. But the country’s interest has centered 
in the war, and it has contributed to its prose- 
cution the mass of its fighting population; 
general business operations have been largely 
suspended; and the colporteurs’ most deter- 
mined efforts could scarcely be expected to 
reap great results except, perhaps, in the 
way of gratuitous distribution among the 
soldiers. 

In European Turkey the situation of our 
colporteurs has been far moreserious. In the 
Salonika province the three men who have 
been responsible for the work have presuma- 
bly been obliged to suspend work, in the face 
of the active military operations throughout 
that whole province. No recent news is at 
hand, and though they have manifestly been 
in great danger, it is probable that now they 
are safe and engaged in energetic effort 
among the soldiers. 

In the Adrianople province, the chief theater 
of the awful conflict, the work would be of 
course practically suspended. The old man 
working in the city has remained at his post, 
doubtless doing what he could. Communi- 
cations with him have been cut off,-and we 
are without means of knowing whether or 
not he may have survived the perils threat- 
ening the city and the great part of its pop- 
ulation, which can hardly escape terrible mas- 
sacre. 

Another colporteur, who had been working 
the Kirk Kilisse-Lule Bourgaz-Tchataldja dis- 
trict, got back to Constantinople before the 
bloody struggle had begun, and has since that 
remained in the capital. Still another, who had 
been traveling through the region of Dede 
Aghatch, Gumuldjine, and Iskeche, in the 
northern and western parts of Adrianople 
province, had been obliged by ill health to re- 
turn to his home in Macedonia, just before 
the fighting began. His Macedonia home 
was in the very heart of the war district, and 
we have vo means thus far of ascertaining 
how he may have fared. 

Our aged colporteur at Rodosto, it is to be 
feared, may have been involved in the awful 
events that are reported as having transpired 
in that city. 

In Constantinople our colporteurs, some 
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half dozenin number, were by our latest ad- 
vices energetically at work. But in the dis- 
turbed condition of things resulting from the 
defeat of the army of defense, there has prob- 
ably been little opportunity for colportage 
work. One of the colporteurs is a Greek sub- 
ject. In the expectation of a general expul- 
sion of Greek subjects, he was hoping to go 
to Alexandria, and to work in that city until 
he might safely return. The others, remain- 
ing in the capital, would be able, it was 
hoped, to do useful work among the sick and 
wounded soldiers and prisoners. 

As to our workin Asia Minor: Forwarding 
the needed Scriptures has become exceedingly 
difficult, in fact about impossible. The work 
of the colporteurs has necessarily been much 
curtailed by the universal unrest and anxiety, 
as well as by the liability of the men to be 
called to military service. We shall scarcely 
expect any optimistic reports from our Asia 
Minor force. 

As to the future, it is impossible at this mo- 
sment to prognosticate what shape plans and 
amethods must take after the war is over and 
‘the new geography has been outlined. For 
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changes there must be in the adjustment of 
our distribution agencies, to the general po- 
litical situation which shall result from the 
stupendous events now in progress. They 
are events of amazing magnitude and signifi- 
cance, penetrating to the very heart, not only | 
of political life, but of religious and social life 
in the Levant. Events of such far-reaching 
relationship must, like Providence in the gen- 
eral world history, promote, not retard, the 
universal progress. We assume, as a matter 
of course, that the political, social, intellectu- 
al, moral, and religious conditions of life in 
the Levant will be changed for the better as 
the result of this awful war. 

And so for our Bible work, we may rea- 
sonably anticipate for the future more com- 
plete organization, freer and less handicapped 
agencies, greater and much more efficient ac- 
tivity, and larger results than ever before. 
Meantime, may we not reasonably expect 
from the Christian public a keener interest in 
the Bible work in these Eastern lands? May 
we not ask more earnest prayer for the Soci- 
ety, and deeper solicitude for the safety and 
success of the men on the field ? 


The Bulgarian Bible 


UR readers will be interested in a page 
from the Bulgarian Bible, reproduced 
on the inside cover page. It is part of the 
sixteenth chapter of Acts, including, of course, 
the ninth verse, which seems especially ap- 
propriate, as it tells the familiar story of the 
conquests of the gospel on the frontiers of 
Asia and Europe. 

The Slavonic version, dating from the ninth 
century, was the Bible used by the Slavonic 
races, including the Bulgars. The modern 
version was gradually produced during the 
nineteenth century, beginning about 1820. It 
was begun by the Archimandrite Theodosius, 
with the sanction of Gregory, Patriarch of 
Constantinople. St. Matthew’s Gospel in Bul- 
garian and Slavonic was published by the 
Russian Bible Society. Translations and re- 


visions of other books were made later’ 


through a period running down almost to the 
present time. Dr. Elias Riggs, famous in 
the annals of the American Board (and the 
American Bible Society), with the co-opera- 
tion of Rev. A. L. Long, of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, and the aid of Bulgarian 
scholars, revised and retranslated the whole 
Bible into Bulgarian. This version was com- 
pleted in 1864. The New Testament was 
electrotyped by the American Bible Society 


in 1868, under the supervision of Dr. Long in 
New York City. The complete Bible was re- 
vised by Dr. Riggs, and electrotypes were is- 
sued in Constantinople in 1871. A further 
revision has just been undertaken, under the 
supervision of the Rev. Robert Thompson, of 
Samokov, with the indorsement of both So- 
cieties. 

The American Bible Society has been as- 
sociated with the British and Foreign Bible 
Society in the publication of certain editions. 
An edition of the New Testament in 1867 
was published by our own Society separately, 
and in 1897 the Society published the whole 
Bible. This edition was revised by Dr. A. L. 
Long, of the American Methodist Episcopal 
Mission. The two Societies have thus been 


-associated in this work, though by far the 


larger number of editions were published by 
our sister Society. 

At the present moment it is very satisfac- 
tory to record that for two or three years 
prior to the war there was a growing circula- 
tion of the Bible among the Bulgarians. 
Both the British and American Societies 
have colporteurs who are circulating it, and 
there can be little doubt that after the war 
is over the circulation will be greatly in- 
creased.

HE Rev. Dr. Bowen, who is at present 

in New York, has received the two fol- 

lowing letters from his Greek office secretary 

in Constantinople. It will be seen that Mr. 

Cassapi’s English is with a Greek flavor, and 

is not less attractive and appropriate at the 
moment for that reason: 


NOVEMBER 2, 1912. 


My Drar Dr. BowEN—I beg to confirm 
my respect of the 26th ult. I had been ex- 
pecting to hear from you to-day, but nothing 
has come up to this moment. We alldo hope 
you are better and better every day. 

You certainly do not expect to hear from 
us the war news. What wehear is very little, 
although it is not hard to see in the news of 
the local newspapers that the Turkish Army 
has not yet won any important victories. 
Foreign papers say that the enemy is winning 
on all sides, and that the condition of the 
Turkish Army is deplorable. Fears are en- 
tertained by some as to the effect of the news 
upon the Moslems, who might in a burst of 
indignation attack the Christians, but the news 
that there is a fleet of British and French war 
vessels coming to Constantinople tends to 
dispel such fears. This morning bread could 
be obtained with much difficulty in the ovens, 
as the government took all the bread they had 
for the soldiers in San Stefano and the sta- 
tions beyond, who are said to be starving. 
Baron Mardiros was able to get fifteen loaves 
after waiting along while at the oven and 
bribing one of the bakers, who did not wish 
to give him more than three loaves. Every- 
body wishes that the intervention of the Great 
Powers may take place a moment sooner, so 
that an end might be given to this dreadful 
war and the immense sufferings that come 
after it. 

Our colporteurs have begun to work among 
the wounded soldiers in the hospitals. Some 
of them have gone to the hospital at Haidar 
Pasha, where they were allowed to give por- 
tions of Scriptures to Mohammedan soldiers, 
but were not allowed to approach the Chris- 
tians. Our woman colporteur has been par- 
ticularly successful in the hospital at Gulhané. 
She was not allowed to enter the building, 
but she approached the soldiers who were in 
the garden and gave them little portions, 
which the men received with joy and kissed 
them and brought them to ‘their foreheads. 
The new man, Takian, was welcomed by the 
soldiers at the Haidar Pasha Hospital, but 
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Constantinople 


some of the officers told him it was not the 
occasion for such gifts, as the sick soldiers 
were in need of more material aid. 

Mrs. Rockhill and Lady Lowther are or- 
ganizing a committee of relief for war suffer- 
ers, and have collected already an amount of 
about seven hundred /zvas. Mr. Peet was 
asked to do what he could to help this com- 
mittee, and his son went with Mr. Shahbazian, 
visiting the various quarters in this part of 
the city where refugees are stationed, and 
asked the zmams and moukhtars to give lists 
of all people who are in need on account of 
the war. When help is given to such people, 
Mr. Shahbazian intends to see that Scriptures 
are given away together with the material 
help. 

We were glad to hear from the British and 
Foreign Bible Society that they are going to 
give us 3,000 Bulgarian Testaments. We 
hope to have 2,000 copies ready: in a week, 
and when we hear from Sofia we shall try to 
send the books as soon as possible. 

We have heard nothing from Askitioghlou, 
the Adrianople colporteur, and wonder what 
the poor old man may be doing in besieged 
Adrianople. Barsam, an Armenian employee, 
who had been taken for the army, was here a 
few days before the war, and we have not 
seen him since. He was to be sent to the 
fight. Maybe he is killed. 

I have to close to catch the mail. Accept 
sincere regards from everybody, and believe

DEAR Dr. BowEN—My last letter to you 
was of the 2d inst., and I have not heard 
from you since. We heard from Mr. Fergu- 
son that you were better and expected to 
set America about the middle of Decem- 

er. 

We are in critical times now, and great 
changes seem imminent. The Porte has in- 
formed the ambassadors that Turkey will 
fight to the last. It seems that the battle to 
be fought at Tchataldja will be a decisive one 
in terminating this war, whichever side wins. 
Thousands of refugees are pouring into the 
city from the places conquered by the Bul- 
garians, but the government is transporting 
them to the Asiatic shores of the empire, for 
fear that their stay in the capital may give 
rise to looting and other serious troubles. 
The danger of disturbances in the capital 
seems to be less now that the warships of the

Great Powers are in the harbor. What is 
mainly feared is the action of the troops that 
may fall back to Constantinople if the Bul- 
garian Army is victorious in Tchataldja. If 
there is nothing to check them, they might 
commit the most dreadfulexcesses. Now it is 
rumored that Salonika is captured by the Greek 
Army, but the news is not yet confirmed. 

I had written to Mr. Cooper some ten days 
ago asking if he would need any Scriptures 
for free distribution to prisoners, soldiers, 
etc., but I have no reply as yet. I have not 
heard from Sofia or Philippopolis with regard 
to the way of getting to them our books via 
Roustchouk. Most of the books are ready 
now, and we can send them without any delay 
as soon as we hear from our correspondents. 
Our colporteurs find it difficult now to work 
in the hospitals on account of the great dis- 
order and misery prevailing there. We think 
that it will be better to wait some time until 
things are settled a little and the wounded 
soldiers are better cared for. We sent a 
number of portions to the British Hospital, 
where there are many wounded soldiers. 
Our man was very gladly received by the di- 
rectress, and the books were given by her to 
the sick. 

The man who took the books to the British 
Hospital is a young Turk, Reshad Bey by 
name, a friend of Dr. McCallum’s and a Prot- 
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estant Christian. He volunteered to take 
books to the various hospitals and to help in 
any way that we might think he can. He 
brought a letter of thanks from the directress 
of the hospital.

P. S. November 9th—We hear that cholera 
has broken out in the army and among the 
refugees. Added to the horrors of war, the 
horror of the dread disease becomes a hun- 
dredfold worse. Internal party struggles 
among the Turks still more complicate mat- 
ters. The Turkish papers of yesterday are 
full of fiery articles calling the faithful to 
arms and exhorting them to defend the capi- 
tal of Islam, so that the cross may not be al- 
lowed to take the crescent’s place on the 
dome of St. Sofia. A massacre of Christianshas 
taken place at Silivri. Here the foreign war- 
ships are stationed before Top-Hané, but 
there is always a nervousness among the 
population. Dr. Kazakos was here a little 
while ago, and said that the foreigners are 
leaving San Stefano. He plans himself to 
take his mother and aunt and stay in Pera 
until the storm is over. Personally, I still 
do not think it probable that any serious dis- 
orders will take place, but who can tell with 
any certainty? 


A Journey to Pernambuco 


R. TUCKER describes a recent jour- 
ney to Pernambuco: 


I embarked on a national steamer leaving 
Rio September 12th. As usual, one looked 
around among the passengers to find if possi- 
ble a friend or an acquaintance, and began to 
wonder where each was bound for and what 
was the object of their voyage. The first I 
greeted was Dr. V. T. Cooke, a dry-farming 
expert of Montana, whom the Brazilian Gov- 
ernment has contracted in the interest of agri- 
culture in a large fertile region where the 
rainfall is light. He, his secretary. and clerk, 
were on their way to the state of Pernambuco, 
where he is to begin experiments along the 
lines that have proven so successful in the 
west of the United States. There was quite 
a party of an expedition being sent by the 
government to open up a vast region of large 
agricultural possibilities about fourteen hun- 
dred miles up the Amazon River on the 
Rio Branco, bordering on the Guianas. A 
former steamer had taken up the first part 
of the expedition. 


The object of my trip north was to visit 
two of our colporteurs and several corre- 
spondents of the American Bible Society—to 
confer with them and plan the extension of 
Scripture distribution throughout a large dis- 
trict embracing six states of the republic; 
and then, as President of the Sunday School 
Union of Brazil, to take part in the Pernam- 
buco State Sunday School Convention. There 
was much to interest one with his fellow-pas- 
sengers, and the five days passed quickly 
by. Our steamer reached the city of Bahia 
on a Sunday morning in time for me to wor- 
ship at eleven o’clock with the Baptist breth- 
ren, who listened to’ my message with an 
interest that greatly inspired the speaker. 
The workers told me of their congregations, 
schools, and Bible distribution in the city 
and state. They spoke of having greatly 
enjoyed Bishop Lambuth’s visit a few days 
before. 

The brethren and workers gave me a warm 
welcome to Pernambuco. The interests of 
Bible work took me 270 kilometers interior 
by rail to the town of Garanhuns, situated on 
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THE LANDING AT PERNAMBUCO, BRAZIL 


an undulating plain 8€6 meters above the 
level of the sea. The Presbyterians have 
here a prosperous mission station, with a 
small printing press and a class of students 
for the ministry. The church was filled and 
a large crowd stood outside to hear our mes- 
sage at the Wednesday night meeting. They 
told me of the work spreading throughout 
that region. 

A native layman gave me a most interest- 
ing account of the beginning of the Gospel 
work in that section. His grandfather, who 
died at the age of ninety years, had a Roman 
Catholic Bible with notes and comments, for 
which many years before he had paid $70, 
or at that time about $35, 
American gold. When on 
his death bed he told his 
children and grandchildren 
to read it, and it would 
teach them how to live right 
and be happy. No one 
gave any attention to the 
book until sixteen years 
ago, when one of the col- 
porteurs of the Bible So- 
ciety visited the community — 
and began to sell a few Bi- 
bles. There was consider- 
able opposition aroused. 
The cry of false Bibles led 
to a comparison between 
the two and to an investi- 
gation of their divine con- 
tents; hearts were inter- 
ested and awakened; the 
colporteur induced a mis- 
sionary to visit the place; 


the work grew and spread 
until it has reached its pres- 
ent proportions. There 
have at times been violent 
persecutions and outbursts 
of fanaticism. On one oc- 
casion anattempt was made 
to assassihate the mission- 
ary. A grandson of the 
old man who formerly 
owned the Bible stepped 
forward just in time to save 
the missionary’s life, catch 
the assassin’s knife, and 
die amartyr’sdeath. There 
are at present about one 
hundred of the descendants 
of the owner of that first Bi- 
ble who are members of the 
church, and one gave his 
life for the cause of Christ. 
A colporteur’s visit started 
the good work, and it goes 
successfully forward. 

The dry-farming expert will perhaps make 
his first experiment in this highland, wind- 
swept region, where the rainfall is generally 
very light and not well distributed through- 
out the year. 

An interesting feature of life in such inter- | 
ior towns as Garanhuns is market day, held 
once a week. The country people come in 


with their produce, and all sorts of bartering, 


buying, and selling go on. Our colporteurs 
are often present on these market days, when 
from three to five thousand people gather in 
a small town, and they take advantage of 
the occasion to offer the Scriptures to those 
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who can read. Scores of 
copies of the Word of God 
are in this way scattered 
for miles andmiles through 
the country. 

Our Bible colporteurs 
travel extensively through 
the country to find the scat- 
tered few who can read, to 
whom they offer the Scrip- 
res: ‘They have to go 
very often long journeys 
on foot, sleep in these mud 
huts, and share the coarse 
and often badly prepared 
food of the poor people. 
They are subjected to the 
constant heat of a tropical 
sun, to the rains, diseases, 
and frequent outbursts of 
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fanaticism and persecution. 
But they toil on knowing 
that their labors are not in 
vain in the Lord, and are rewarded by seeing 
little congregations of believers being gathered 
here and there and Sunday schools springing 
up all around. I had them come into the city 
of Pernambuco for conference and to attend 
the Sunday School Convention. It was a 
blessing and an inspiration to them to be in 
the meetings and hear the discussions. We 
talked together of plans, and they gave inter- 
esting accounts of their work. Very soon 
one of them will start on a journey of three 
or four months to be made mostly on foot; 
his books will be carried from the ends of the 
railroads or points of navigation on the pack- 
mules. Another will work in and about the 
city of Pernambuco and along the railroads 
for atime. And thus the entire population 
will be visited with the Bible. 

The Sunday School Convention, the second 
to be held in that region, was a great success. 
From the two states of Pernambuco and 
Alagoas there were present 39 delegates, rep- 
resenting 18 Sunday schools. Three denom- 
inations reported 35 schools, with 127 officers 
and teachers and 1,221 scholars. Of this 
number 25 are fairly well organized, 29 have 
regular collections for Sunday-school litera- 
ture, and 5 are working up branch schools in 
neglected places. There were four evening 
sessions, in which were given specially pre- 
pared addresses on the four topics, “The 
Sunday School as an Educative, a Social, a 
Missionary, and a Spiritual Force.’’ Other 
themes bearing on methods and needs were 
discussed in the day sessions morning and 
afternoon, and there were sessions for busi- 
ness also. The evening meetings were held 
in the three churches, Presbyterian, Baptist, 
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and Congregational, and the day sessions in 
the Y. M. C. A. rooms. The devotional ex- 
ercises and the spirit of fraternity were en- 
joyed by all, and there must have been a 
great gain to personal experience, to the 
Sunday-school cause, and to the furtherance 
of the Kingdom of Christ for all that section 
of the country. 

The evangelical cause is unquestionably 
making encouraging progress in Pernambuco 
and the region round about. The pastors 
and many laymen are actively at work; the 
schools are prosperous, the Sunday schools 
are increasing and becoming more efficient ; 
the Scriptures are being widely circulated and 
read by an increasing number of persons, and 
the Y. M. C. A. is attracting a large number 
of young men who have not frequented the 
churches. The secretary and his assistant 
are wide awake and untiring in their efforts. 
He is much concerned about the present situ- 
ation, having such a large number of the 
more thoughtful and better classes of young 
men, who come to the association evidently 
for the intellectual and social advantages, but 
do not attend the churches. They have ac- 
quired a magnificent building site, and some 
day must launch a building campaign. It 
was a pleasure and a benediction on Sunday, 
in the home of the General Secretary and his. 
devoted wife, to baptize their two youngest 
children. We felt that he who said, “‘ Suffer 
little children to come unto me,’’ was cer- 
tainly present with us. That mother spends 
many a lonely hour in the evenings while 
the children are asleep and the husband is 
directing the work and teaching young men 
till late at night in the rooms of the as-~ 
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sociation. There is untold power and bless- 
ing in the devotion and heroism of such 
women, and God be praised for every one 
of them! 

Two thousand, two hundred and fifty miles 
of travel by sea and three hundred and 
twenty-five by rail, three sermons, four ad- 
dresses, several short talks, conferences, and 
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interviews, have filled up the sixteen days 
given to this trip. 

I now sight the Sugar Loaf Mountain and 
other peaks of the range that encircle the city 
of Rio and its marvelous bay. Soon I shall 
land, to meet a warm welcome at home and 
to take up the accumulated work at the Bible 
Society office. 


The Bible Institution of Wurttemberg 


N the Ist and 2d of October at Stuttgart 

was celebrated the Centennial of the 
Wiirttemberg Bible Institution, one of the 
largest German Bible Societies, from which 
we obtain many of the German Bibles circu- 
lated by us in the United States. 

It was in September, 1812, that sixteen not- 
ables of Stuttgart met, at the suggestion of 
the Rev. Mr. Steinkopf, European Secretary: 
of the British and Foreign Bible Society, in 
the house of a prominent merchant to organ- 
ize a Bible Society. The purpose of the soci- 
ety was simply to circulate the Bible without 
human additions at a price 
within the reach of the poor 
and without cost to the des- | 
titute. 

The Institute has put in cir- 
culation about 8,000,000 vol- 
umes of Bibles, Testaments, 
and portions, of which about 
3,000,000 volumes were 
complete Bibles and about 
4,000,000, New Testaments. 

An interesting programme 
was arranged for the Cen- 
tennial celebration, including 
on the Ist of October the 
opening of a Bible exhibit in 
the public museum, with a 
lecture by Dr. Nestle, the 
eminent Bible scholar, on 
how the German Bible came 
into being, and in the even- 
ing a reception for the delegates, guests, and 
Bible agents in the public hall of Prince Chris- 
topher. 

A religious service began the exercises of 
the next day, October 2d, at 10 o’clock, with 
singing by the cathedral choir and the con- 
gregation, and a sermon on the occasion of 
the celebration by the Rev. Dr. Von Bezzel, 
President of the High Consistory at Munich, 
followed by a report on the work of the soci- 
ety by the Rev. Dr. Romer, its President. At 
one o’clock a dinner was given to the invited 
guests, delegates, and Bible agents. At four 
o’clock all were invited to visit the Bible 
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House and look at the work there going on, 
and the exercises closed by a service in the 
evening, with beautiful music by the cathedral 
choir, followed by addresses from men of na- 
tional renown on such topics as “‘ Luther as a 
Bible Translator,’ “‘The Bible in the Life of 
the People,’ “The Bible and Home Mis- 
sions,” “The Bible and Foreign Missions,” 
‘““ The Bible and the School,” and ‘‘The Bible 
and the Home.”’ 

A historical sketch of the work of the Soci- 
ety, very artistically finished, neatly bound in 
cloth, has been sent to us along with the pro-

gramme and order of exercises. The picture 
of the Bible House, as: well as the facts here 
given, are taken from thisinterestinglittlebook. _ 

The programme shows a worthy celebration 
of an important event. The Wiirttemberg 
Bible Institution has done a great work in co- 
operation with the churches and with foreign 
missions. Its issues have been mainly in the 
German language, but it has also issued Scrip- 
tures in one language of the Kamerun Colony 
in West Africa and one language spoken in 
German East Africa. The Institution also 
publishes Scriptures in Line Letter and in 
Braille (in German) for the blind. 
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Timothy Gibson Sellew 


| aie GIBSON SELLEW was 
born February 10, 1834, in New York 
City. His ancestry on both sides can be 
traced to Huguenot stock in France. He re- 
ceived his earliest education partly at home 
and partly in the Cornelius Institute and the 
Cooper Institute in New York. His father 
was by trade a cabinet-maker, and the son, 
following in his father’s footsteps, developed 
the enterprise into 


his ordinary business activity and the part he 
took in the Lord’s business. He was a great 
lover of the Bible, which he firmly believed in 
as the inspired Word of God, and as a Bible- 
class teacher and a Sabbath-school superin- 
tendent and in many other capacities he proved 

his devotion to God and to his church. 
Mr. Sellew became a Manager of the 
American Bible Society in 1889 and was im- 
mediately made a 


a thriving, profitable 
business. He suc- 
ceeded his father in 
business in 1877, 
and the firm has 
transacted business 
under the name of 
T. G. Sellew for 
eighty years. In it 
he earned a high 
reputation as a 
manufacturer and 
merchant who con- 
ducted his business 
on thoroughly 
Christian principles. 

He united withthe 
Allen Street Pres- 
byterian Church, 
New York City, at 
the age of eighteen, 
and when only 
twenty-seven years 
of age was elected 
an elder of the 
Fifteenth Street 
Church, and from 
that time on he con- 
tinued to serve vari- 
ous churches with 
which he was con- 
nected until his 
death, which oc- 
curred September 
19, 1912, his latest 
church connection 
being with the Madison Avenue Presbyterian 
Church, New York City, and the church at 
Upper Montclair, N. J., where he resided dur- 
ing the latter years of his life. He more 
than anyone else bore the burdens and, to 
a large extent, the expenses connected with 
this new church, and it was one of the joys 
of his old age to see the church and its build- 
ing grow before his eyes. ‘Not slothful in 
business, fervent in spirit, serving the Lord,” 
are words that might fitly be applied both to 
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member of the 
Committee on 
Agencies (now 


known as ‘Foreign 
Agencies’’), con- 
tinuing in it until at 
the last his impaired 
health compelled his 
retirement. Here 
his trained judg- 
ment and business 
sagacity, and the 
gentle wisdom with 
which he handled all 
questions, made his 
presence in the 
Board and on the 
Committee a benefit 
to his colleagues 
and to the Society 
that can hardly be 
described. His be- 
nevolences to all 
good objects, and 
chiefly those which 
connected them- 
selves directly with 
the Church of God, 
were known, not by 
ostentatious meth- 
ods of giving, but 
by the beautiful sim- 
plicity, humility, 
and the good con- 
science with which 
they were all made. 
This Society, perhaps above any other single 
object of his benevolence, received largely 
from his generosity. ‘Those who were present 
at the time will doubtless remember his pro- 
posal in the Board, that we should set about 
increasing the endowment of the Society to 
$5,000,000. This seems to have been the first 
proposal of so large a sum, and he showed the 
genuineness of his conviction by soon after 
making the largest gift which up to that time 
had been made at one time by one living con- 
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tributor. This was given without any condi- 
tion, except that the income from it was to be 
used for the general purposes of the Society. 

““\Vost of us talk too much,” he said once in 
committee, with his quaint smile. This could 
not be said of him, for he was known to the 
members of this Board as aman of few words, 
but what he did say was weighty and sincere.

St. James’ searching 
commination might well make this Christmas- 
tide a time for national self-examination that 
will issue in the true and abiding joy of the 
Kingdom of God. 

So a Merry Christmas to our readers near 
and far; not the empty merriment of the 
world, but the merry heart that doeth good 
as a medicine, because it is purified by faith. 

All people that on earth do dwell, 
Sing to the Lord with cheerful voice.

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 
HE stated meeting of the Board of Mana- 
gers of the American Bible Society was 
held at the Bible House Thursday, Novem- 
ber 7th, at 3.30 o’clock, p. m., President 
Wood in the chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by 
the Rev. James F. Riggs, D. D., who read a 
part of the sixty-first Psalm, after which he 
offered prayer. 

The Board was informed that Dr. Mar- 
cellus Bowen, the Society’s Agent in the 
Levant, had been in conference with the Sec- 
retaries and with the Committee on Foreign 
Agencies, and had given full reports of his 
recent visit to Persia. Also that the Rev. 
J. L. McLaughlin, the Society’s representative 
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in the Philippines, now in this country on fur- 
lough, had presented to the Foreign Agencies 
Committee full reports of his work there. 

The Board was further informed that full re- 
ports of the Society’s workin Korea had been 
presented by its Agent, the Rev. S. A. Beck. 

The Committee further reported communi- 
cations from the Rev. Mr. Penzotti of the 
La Plata Agency, and Mrs. Frances S. Ham- 
ilton from Mexico, and also from Japan. 

The Board was informed of the death of 
the Rev. John Carrington, D.D., the Society’s 
Agent in Siam, on October 13th, and the 
Secretaries were recommended to convey to 
Mrs. Carrington the expression of our deep 
sympathy and sense of loss. 

On recommendation of the Committee, the 
Rev. Robert Irwin, who has been Dr. Carring- 
ton’s assistant in Siam, was appointed Agent, 
and the Secretaries were authorized to notify 
him if necessary by cable of his appointment. 

Important communications from Dr. Hykes 
of the China Agency were also reported to 
the Board, and a special appropriation, on the 
recommendation of the Committee on For- 
eign Agencies, was made of $2,615 to reim- 
burse the China Agency for the unexpected 
loss in exchange during the year ending June 
BO e1o12: 

The Board, on the recommendation of the 
Versions Committee, gave its consent to 
Bishop Iliff, of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, who asked for permission to use the 
Mandarin Union Version of the Psalms in the 
new prayer book about to be issued, with 
certain slight changes. This consent was 
contingent upon the British and Foreign and 
the Scotch Bible Societies giving their con- 
sent likewise. 

The Board was informed also by the Ver- 
sions Committee that the Rev. Henry C. 
Thompson was elected chairman of the trans- 
lating committee now at work at Puerto de 
Santa Maria in Spain on the revision of the 
Spanish Bible. 

The Board was informed of the death 
of the Rev. George E. Farnam, Agency 
Secretary of the American Bible Society, in 
charge of the Western Agency. Mr. Farnam 
passed away November 2, 1912, at his resi- 
dence in Denver, Colo. : 

The Secretaries reported consignments to 
Foreign Agencies in the month of October as 
follows: 

To La Plata, 3,980 volumes, valued at 
$1,288.10 ; to Mexico, 31 volumes, valued at 
$5.17; to West Indies, 5,705 volumes, valued 
at $456.82. Total, 9,716 volumes, valued at 
$1,750.09. 

The issues from the Bible House during the 
month of October were 205,620 volumes.
